This regulation is being amended by deleting references to the AFDC program. Therefore it will 
apply only to the Refugee Other Assistance Program.  Language from this regulation regarding 
protective payments will be included in the comprehensive regulation for Temporary 
Assistance for Needy Families, 22 VAC 40-295.

This regulation was amended by action of the State Board of Social Services on March 10, 2004.

To reduce regulations, this regulation is being amended so that it does not apply to the TANF, 
formerly AFDC, Program. Simultaneously, a comprehensive TANF regulation is being 
promulgated. Up to this point, separate regulations have been promulgated that deal with 
different aspects of the TANF program. The result is that the eligibility rules are contained in 
many different regulations and it is difficult to access and understand the different regulations. 
The necessary language from this regulation will be contained in the comprehensive TANF 
regulation, 22 VAC 40-295.

This regulation will no longer apply to the TANF, formerly AFDC, Program. However, the 
requirements of this regulation will be contained in the comprehensive TANF regulation, 22 
VAC 40-295-10.
